Peanut Ways. 


Peanuts are one of the richest pro- 


tein nuts we have. Ten cents spent for 
peanuts will furnish twice as much 
protein as is found in the same ex- 
penditure for steak. The analysis of 
peanuts shows us that the edible por- 
tion contains 7 4-10 per cent water, 
L'O S-10 per cent protein, 43 5-10 per 
cent fat, 14 7-10 per cent carbohy- 
drates and a little o\er 2 per cent of 
mineral matter. Being rich in fat and 
protein they furnish a valuable fo^d. 
In the following recipes the roasted 
peanut is to be used. 


Scalloped Tomatoes and Nuts. 


Butter a pint of crumbs and mix 


with a half cupful of chopped nuts. Put 
a layer of tho crumbs in a buttered 
pudding dish, add a cupful of tomatoes, 
then another layer of crumbs nnd an- 
other cupful of tomatoes. Finish the 
top with the crumbs, season well and 
bake in a quick o\en until brown. 


Potatoes With Peanuts. 


Take three pints of sliced potatoes, 


one cupful of chopped nuts, putting the 
potatoes in layers with the nuts in a 
buttered baking pan, pour over a cup- 
ful and a half of sweet milk, season 
with salt nnd pepper and cover with a 
pint of buttered crumbs. Bake slowly 
an hour in a moderate oven. 


Sweet Nut Sandwiches. 


Take half a cupful of grated maple 


sugar, n fourth of a cupful of finely- 
chopped peanuts nnd a tnblespoonful 
of sweet thick cream. Mix well and 
;prcad on buttered bfead or graham 
crackers. 


Peanut Soup. 


Two cupfuls of shelled chopped pea- 


nuts, cooked in a quart of water; 
iress through a sieve and add a pint of 
soup stock. Season with salt, celery 
salt and onion juice, add a cupful of 
Hour nnd a fourth of n cupful of but- 
or cooked together and mixed with a 
>int of milk, season and serve hot. A 
lice of onion nnd n stalk of celery may 
>e cooked with the peanuts for flavor, 
hen removed.

HEN a person has completed his 
share of the world's work it is con- 


sidered proper for him to "retire." And 
in accordance with this tradition old 
Mr. Stewart withdrew from active par- 
ticipation in his business when he knew 
that he had enough money and when 
his family thought that he "needed a 
rest."

But why 
should the business man be more tired 
than other people? He does not work 
any harder than the professional man 
or the artisan. And the others prob- 
ably are doing their share of the wor- 
rying. It is very likely that the person 
who is always represented to us in the 
comic papers and in the theater as be- 
ing in need of entertainment that calls 
for no exertion whatever on his part 
is tired because he does not do enough. 
That is to say he does not do enough 
different kinds of things. 
The tired 


business man suffers from all the evil 
consequences of early specialization. 
We may be sorry for him, but it is dif- 
ficult to remedy his condition. What 
we can do is to prevent our children 
from acquiring this same malady. 


We may find the preventive in the 


lives of men and women who never 
grow old. 
The essential difference be- 


tween one of these people or a healthy 
child and a "tired business man" lies 
in the wide range of problems and ac- 
tivities that can interest the fanner as 
against the narrow interests and sym- 
pathies of the latter. It should be part 
of our aim in the training of children 
to keep open for them all the lines of 
communication with ideas and feelings 
that may come to them. 


| 
This is not a passive affair. Ideas 


and feelings do not come to us because 
we sit still. The child must learn to 
go forth and meet the new experience 
a little more than half way. We must 
cultivate the attitude which seeks sat- 
isfaction in doing, in overcoming diffi- 
culties, in solving problems. We must 
discourage contentment with passive 
comfort, always receiving and never 
giving, 
with 
"letting 
well 
enough 


alone." This means retaining the ver- 
satility and 
the aggressiveness of 


youth as long as possible. 


In practice we shall be annoyed fre- 


quently by the intensity with which 
the girl or boy will pursue a hobby.

conrace often But these influence! 
should not rest on our own tastes; 
there are more fundamental considera- 
tions. Thus you and I are fond of go- 
ing to the theater, but It is better for 
Louise to cultivate amateur theatricals 
than a fascination for a popular act* 
ress. It is better for Harold to play 
baseball until sunset than for hint to 
become a baseball fan. Again, it is for 
the child to determine whether he will 
make a study of medieval armor or of 
orchids, whether she will conduct pro- 
paganda for the protection of the na- 
tive birds or for clean streets. 


Parents should realize the advantage 


of a hobby that calls for some kind of 
activity over one that involves being 
entertained or amused. In the same 
way a hobby that means doing some- 
thing is more valuable than a collect- 
ing hobby, which means having some- 
thing, although this is better than no 
hobby at all. 


On the physiological side, entertain- 


ing a wide range of interests means 
keeping a large part of the brain sur- 
face in action. Or specialization of in- 
terests in the narrowing sense means

Yezd is Quite the most progressive 
nnd up-to-date city of Persia.

HEN a person has completed his 
share of the world's work it is con­ 
sidered proper for him to "retire.” And

Many a business man before reach­ 
ing this stage is merely tired. But why 
should the business man be more tired 
than other people? 
lie does not work 
any harder than the professional man 
or the artisan. 
And the others prob­ 
ably are doing their share of the wor­ 
rying. It is very likely that the person 
who is always represented to us in the 
comic papers and in the theater as be­ 
ing in need of entertainment that calls 
for no exertion whatever on his part 
is tired because he does not do enough. 
T hat is to say he does not do enough 
different kinds of things. 
The tired 
business man suffers from all the evil 
consequences of early specialization. 
We may be sorry for him, but it is dif­ 
ficult to remedy his condition. 
What 
we can do is to prevent our children 
from acquiring this same malady. 
We may find the preventive in the 
lives of men and women who never 
grow old. The essential difference be­ 
tween one of these people or a healthy 
child and a “tired business man” lies 
in the wide range of problems and ac­ 
tivities that can interest the farmer as 
against the narrow interests and sym­ 
pathies of the latter. 
It should be part 
of our aim in the training of children 
to keep open for them all the lines of 
communication with ideas and feelings 
that may come to them. 
This is not a passive affair. 
Ideas 
and feelings do not come to us because 
we sit still. 
The child must learn to 
go forth and meet the new experience 
a little more than half way. 
We must 
cultivate the attitude which seeks sat­ 
isfaction in doing, in overcoming diffi­ 
culties, in solving problems. 
We must 
discourage contentment with passive 
comfort, always receiving and never 
giving, 
with 
“letting 
well 
enough 
alone.” 
This means retaining the ver­ 
satility 
and 
the aggressiveness 
of I 
youth as long as possible. 
In practice we shall be annoyed fre­ 
quently by the intensity .with which 
the girl or boy will pursue a hobby. 
We realize only too well the folly of 
setting the heart too firmly' upon this 
or that. 
But the child in these things 
often is wiser than his elders. 
For 
whatever is worth doing at all is worth 


courage others. But these influence* 
should not rest on our own tastes; 
there are more fundamental considera­ 
tions. 
Thus you and I are fond of go­ 
ing to the theater, but it is better for 
Louise to cultivate amateur theatricals 
than a fascination for n popular act­ 
ress. It is better for Harold to play 
baseball until sunset than for him to 
become a baseball fan. 
Again, it is for 
the child to determine whether he will 
make a study of medieval armor or of 
orchids, whether she will conduct pro­ 
paganda for the protection of the na­ 
tive birds or for clean streets. 
Parents should realize the advantage 
of a hobby that calls for some kind of 
activity over one that involves being 
entertained or amused. 
In the same

On the physiological side, entertain­ 
ing a wide range of interests means 
keeping a large part of the brain sur­ 
face in action.

The boys' and girls' clubs, under 
the direction of the agricultural ex­ 
tension service of the University of 
Missouri at Columbia, are doing for 
the country boys and girls what the 
manual training departments of the 
city schools are doing for city boys 
and girls. 
One Missouri county leads 
the United States in club member­ 
ship. 
The clubs keep almost 7,000 
country boys and girls at work along 
practical and definite lines. 
The work of the boys* and girls’ 
clubs was begun by the university 
about two years ago. Since that time 
tho organization has grown to 613 
clubs with (5,503 members. Corn judg­ 
ing and sewing clubs are the most 
popular. Of the former there are ISO 
in the state. 
There aro 271 of the 
latter. 
Other clubs deal with stock 
to life as it exists today. 
Owing to 
the high-—indeed, tho exorbitant price 
judging, poultry, i)ig raising, bread 
making and corn raising.

Membership iu boys’ and girls’ clubs 
uitu-ucrUy doubled since Ju re 1. 


Campaigns in Lafayette county about 
two months ago brought the organiKa- 
tion of 211 clubs in that county. This 
is, perhaps, the largest number in «any 
county in the United States. 
Clubs 
are working in about fifty Missouri 
counties now. 
The boys’ and girls' clubs are under 
•the direction of Prof. R. H. Embersoa, 
George W. Reavis and Miss Addle 
D. Hoot. 
Persons in charge of the 
clubs visit a3 many as possible during 
the year. 
Monthly rounds are made, 
holding contests and organizing new 
clubs. Members of the clubs range ia 
ago from ten to eighteen year«. Most 
of them are between w elvo and six 
teen years old. 
The university is trying now to aid 
as many rural clubs as possible. Any 
correspondence relative to the work 
of the clubs will receive prompt at­ 
tention if addressed to the Agricul­ 
tural Extension Service, University of 
Missouri, Columbia.

The record of the vote of the 
17 states that h?ve voted for prohibition gives a total 
majority of 394,000 for it, while the 13 states that have 
voted it dawn, pave a total majority of 652,000 against 
it;—K>r a net difference of 258,000 in oppos.tion to pro- 
hibitory laws. 
In this connection may be mentioned 


the misrepresentation of facts in regard to the recent 
elections in Canada. In adopting prohibition, Ontario, 
Manitoba, Alberta and other Provinces have not ex- 
tinguished the breweries, but have specific"!ly provided 
that the ^brewers may continue to make light beers for 
rale to the individual consumer." 


C47vT ATIONAL prohibition tnder our form of jtpv- 
A ^* err.rncnt could not be brought shout as the result 


of the popular vote of the country at large, though this, 
we bslieve, would mean an overwhelming majority 
against it. It can only come through compulsion which 
may now be directed by suarscly inhabited rural states, 
against the far nore populous ami wealthy urban states. 
So far as can be reasoned from experience gathered 
through generations of experience, backed by all the 
force there is in law, the abolition of the legalized 
traffic in alcoholic liquors would mean its replacement 
by an unregulated manufacture and sale so extensive 
and of such a character as not only to exclude the possi- 
bility of dim-nishing the actual diink evil, but certain 
to intensify its worst forms."

Greatest Sport, Says William 


Thaw, Daring Aviator. 


MAN FROM NO MAN'S LAND. 


Having Forfeited Status as American 


Citizen by Fighting Per Franc*. Ha 
Travels Under French Passport—Air 
man Go Out to Do Their Taak er 
Never Return. 


New York.-William Thaw, tbe dar- 


ing American air fighter, who came 
here to complete his recovery from the 
wound he got at Verdun, calls himself 
"a man from no man's land." Having 
forfeited his status as an American 
citizen by fighting for France, he Is 
traveling under a French passport. In 
a talk with the newspaper men he said: 


"In a short time I expect to be back 


hi France, but where I will rejoin the 
other American aviators is a military 
secret. I may tell you, however, we

"Tell of Verdun and how I got the 


cross of the Legion of Honor? I did 
my duty, that was all. For my at- 
tempt to perform this faithfully I was 
also promoted to first lieutenant. 


"We were stationed last May at Ver- 


dun, we of tbe N124. Word was re- 
ceived from the front that an enemy 
aeroplane was rising, and I was desig- 
nated to go up and send it back. I went 
up and out over the supporting treach- 
es. over the first Hue trenches, over the 


cruiun trenches. Then we met. 
"As we fought, two other Germans 


appeared. It was three against one. 
But I got one machine. 
Then they 


got me. I was hit by a bullet and my 
eft arm became helpless. 
Later I 


learned my left elbow was shattered. 


"With my right arm I steered for 


our lines, for I saw my only chance 
to escape was retreat. I made what 
speed I could, but engine trouble de- 
veloped and I had to volplane.

thought the end had come. 


"I was faint with loss of blood and 


nearly lost consciousness.

Regarding the death of Norman 


Prince, a fellow member of the corps, 
Mr. Thaw said: 


"I saw Prince a few minutes before 


he was ordered up. He went out over 
the German lines and got his man. On 
his return it grew hazy and as he 
neared tbe landing area be failed to 
notice a string of telegraph wires. His 
machine crashed into those, turning 
over and plunging to the ground. He 
sustained injuries from which he died." 


Speaking of 'the death' of Captain 


Boclke, the German aviator whose dar- 
ing won the respect of all allied avia- 
tors, he said it was caused by a col- 
lision with u British machine.

of the people have already registered their approval of 
the prohibition principle. 
The record of the vote of the 
17 states that have voted for prohibition gives a total 
majority of 394,000 for it, while the 13 states that have 
voted it djwn, gave a total m ajority of 652,000 against 
it— or a net difference of 258,000 in opposition to pro­ 
hibitory laws. 
In this connection may be mentioned 
the misrepresentation of facts in regard to the recent 
flections in Canada. 
In adopting prohibition, Ontario, 
Manitoba, Alberta and other Provinces have not ex­ 
tinguished the breweries, but have specifically provided 
that the brewers may continue to make light beers for 
rale to the individual consumer.1' 


“ X J ATIO N A L prohibition under our form of gov- 
^ em inent could not be brought about a 3 the result 
of the popular vote of the country a t large, though this, 
we believe, would mean an overwhelming m ajority 
against it. 
It can only come through compulsion which 
may now be directed by sparsely inhabited rural states, 
against the fa r more populous and wealthy urban states. 
So fa r as can be reasoned from experience gathered 
through generations of experience, backed by all the 
force there is in law, the abolition of the legalized 
traffic in alcoholic liquors would mean its replacement 
by an unregulated m anufacture and sale so extensive 
and of such a character as not only to exclude the possi­ 
bility of diminishing the actual drink evil, but certain 
to intensify its worst forms.” 


^ ^ T l I E immediate effect of national prohibition would 
A be the wiping out of beor as a beverage, and, if 
human experience is any guide, th>s would be followed 
by the rapid development of home distillation of spirits. 
It is conceded that the k»w cannot prohibit man from 
making his own spirits for his homo consumption.” 
N 
OT only has Prohibition proved itself a FALLACY 
inasmuch as it never does prohibit, but as Colonel 
Pabst has pointed out the FACT remains th at even in 
the event of National Prohibition, “ the law cannot pro­ 
hibit man from making his own spirits for his homo 
consumption.”

Want to Measure the Baby's 


Horse Power? Here's the Way 


Dr. John R. Murlln of Cornell Uni- 


versity Medical college has devised1 an 
apparatus which causes a baby to 
record Its horse power, says Popular 
Science Monthly. 
Horse power Is 


used In this' sense merely as the ex- 
pression of a unit of energy. : 


A baby unconsciously writes the 


etory of its energy by means of its 
pulse and its breathing. A small cuff 
Is attached to the left leg of the in- 
fant above the knee. From this cuff 
a tube leads to a glass connection, 
passing through the wall of the incuba- 
tor, and "filially to h T-t«be on the top 
of the incubator. 
One limb of this 


tube passes to an. air-pump and the 
other to another T-tube. To the sec- 
ond T-tube a nwfrcury pressure gauge 
(manometer) Is connected by one limb 
•ad a pressure-bottle to the .other. 


tfel* bottle a transmission-tube 


leads to a recording drum. Thus with 
each pulse the baby makes a record. 


Oddly enough, the fattest baby pro- 


duced the smallest degree of horse 
power. While sleeping the babies pro- 
duced an average of .004 of a horse 
power.

Want to Measure the Baby's 
Horse Power? Here’s the Way 


Dr. John It. Murlin of Cornell Uni­ 
versity Medical college has devised1 an 
apparatus which causes a baby to 
record its horse pow’er, says Popular 
Science Monthly. 
Horse power is 
used in this sense merely as the ex­ 
pression of a unit of energy. 
A baby unconsciously writes the 
story of its energy by means of its 
pulse and its breathing, 
A small cuff 
is attached to the left leg of the in­ 
fant above the knee. 
From this cuff 
a tube leads to a glass connection, 
passing through the wall of the incuba­ 
tor. and Anally to h T-tube on the top 
of the incubator. 
One limb of this 
tube passes to an air-pump and the 
other to another T-tube.

ond T-tube a mcfrcury pressure gauge 
(manometer) is connected by one limb 
and * pressure-bottle to the other,
